When it comes to education in 
Alabama these days, the odd: 
are stacked apainst those on all 
sides, but despite the gloomy 
outlook, the Elba City. School 
System is taking it-in stride and 
looking for ways to cope 

Superintendent Danny Weeks 
said the school system just com- 
pleted several big 
reviews, and both 
schools received 
very good 
results. He said 
this has been a 
very busy ume 
for everyone 
involved with the 
schools, but he is 
proud of the 
excellent job 
done by all to get 
the job done, 

The SACS 


(Southern Danny Weeks 


Association of Colleges and 
Schools) reviews were the first 
completed, and both schools 
received good remarks from the 
peer review team. Weeks said 
the team was especially 
impressed with the overall safe- 
ty of the school system. 

Two separate reviews handled 
by the state board of education 
office included the Federal 
Programs monitoring and 
Special Haveaten  Foctised 
monitoring. 

“The focus of the federal 
monitoring Visit is to discover 
and point out shortcomings in 
the planning and expenditure of 
federal dollars,” Weeks said. “I 
am proud to say that the moni- 
toring team found no major 
problems with out plans. and 
programs.” 

He said the most. serious 
shortcoming centered around 
the elementary school’s Title | 
“Schoolwide Plan” because it 
was developed in 1997-98 and ‘is 
in need of updating and revis- 
ing.
